Khaled Fakhro of Bahrain, the group's 
spokesman, said that the experts agreed there 
was no sense in starting Gulf-wide combat 
measures until a political agreement is 
worked out between Iran and Iraq on a cease- 
fire in the leaking area, at the bombed Iranian 
Nowruz field north of the Gulf. 

The meeting of experts, called by the 
Kuwait-based Regional Organization for the 
Protection of the Marine Environment, 
aimed at devising an action plan for ministers 

'Tehran spurns 
Baghdad offer 

BAHRAIN, April 4 (R) — Iran turned 
down Monday an Iraqi offer of a limited 
ceasefire to allow neutral experts to stern 
widespread pollution of the Gulf. 

It said Iraq should first give safe conduct to 
repair crews standing by to cap the two dam- 
aged off-shore platforms in a dangerous war 
zone. 

Ambassador Ali Shams Ardekani said 
here Iraq should retract a war communique in 
which it said ships close to the leaking oilfield 
would be military targets. “All Iraq has to do 
is to retract a March 2 statement and say it 
will not attack," he told Reuters. 

Shams is leading the Iranian delegation to 
crisis talks here of pollution experts from all 
the Gulf states. 

An official Iraqi spokesman told Reuters 
the ceasefire should be under the auspices of 
the United Nations or other international 
bodies. 

The spokesman said Iraq was prepared to 
observe “a conditional limited ceasefire in 
the zone in which the oil slicks are concen- 
trated in the Gulf.'* 

The ceasefire should be enforced after 
reaching an agreement "on the administra- 
tive procedures of the ceasefire," he said. He 
did not elaborate.

Oil slick was sighted 80 kilometers from 
Saudi Arabia’s eastern coast, which holds its 
vast petroleum-producing operation and its 
lifeline water desalination and electrical 
power plants. 

But Fahd Al-Khayal, the Oil Ministry’s 
undersecretary in charge of technical and oil 
company affairs, told the official Saudi Press 
Agency that the Kingdom's coast was "until 
now” free from oil contamination. 

Al-Khayal reaffirmed that combat teams 
were on standby to "fight pollution in Saudi 
waters and beaches before tbe slick arrives.” 

Khaled Al-Faleh, head of the Saudi 
Meteorological Agency in the Eastern Pro- 
vince, told the Agency that the slick sighted 
Sunday was "beyond the Morgan oil field” 
and was "currently being juggled northward 
and southward by the waves, away from the 
Kingdom's coast." 

Studies published by the Saudi University 
of Petroleum and Minerals meanwhile said 
tbe slick’s mass was believed to be equivalent 
to tbe contents of 150,000 barrels of crude 
oil, spread over an area of roughly 11,520 
kilometers, with length of the amorphous 
slick estimated at 400 kilometers and width at 
50 kilometers. 

A marine expert in Qatar said Monday that 
the slick, which satellite pictures show dotted 
across almost half the Gulf, would still be 
affecting marine life in three or four years.

It is a normal 
business and we regard it an exceDent 
achievement between the two Islamic 
states.'* Interior Minister Prince Naif told 
Arab News here Monday. 

The agreement, which was signed by the 
prince and his Pakistani counterpart 
M ah mood Haroon win run for three 
years, renewable automatically and it is 
the first agreement to be signed with a 
non-Arab country. Prince Naif said the 
agreement regulates security relations 
between tbe two countries and exchange 
of information, extradition of criminals 
and follow-up of various developments in 
the security field that concern both coun- 
tries. 

Another agreement was signed to cover 
training which will start this year after tbe 
technical committees sort out the fine 
details of the numbers of candidates and 
whether they are going to be trained in 
Pakistan or in the Kingdom. 

Haroon told Arab News that the pacts 
wiD institutionalize the already existing 
and expanding cooperation through the 
formation of the joint ministerial commit- 
tee which will meet annually.

MOSCOW. April 4 (R) — The United 
States is wrong to think Moscow might recon- 
sider its rejection of President Ronald 
Reagan's plan for an interim missile agree- 
ment, the official news agency Tass said 
Monday. 

Commenting on the reaction of U.S. State 
Department officials to a news conference by 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko on 
Saturday. Tass said they had responded with 
“unusual haste” and did not appear to have 
read the text of his remarks. 

Gromyko said Moscow found the Reagan 
proposal unacceptable. He said unless 
Washington changed its stand there was no 
chance of an agreement at current talks on 
medium-range missiles in Geneva. 

State Department spokesmen said they 
considered his comments were not the Soviet 
Union's last word on the issue and that the 
Kremlin might in fact be ready to discuss an 
accord on the basis of the president’s offer. 
“Calculations by certain circles in the United 
States on a change in the clear and unam- 
biguous stand of tbe Soviet Union with 
regard to Reagan's ‘interim proposal 1 are 


built on sand," Tass said Monday. 

Tass quoted ia full Gromyko’s remarks 
that the Geneva talks would fail if Washing- 
ton stock to the Reagan plan, and said U.S. 
officials should take note of them. “State 
Department officials in their propagandist, 
fever probably failed even to read carefully 
the account of the press conference. Other- 
wise how can one explain their interpretation 
of the remarks matte?” the agency said. 

Reagan's interim proposal called for the 
U.S. and the Soviet Union to agree to global 
parity in the number of medium-range nuc- 
lear warheads. 

Gloria Swanson dies 

NEW YORK, April 4 (AFP) — Actress 
Gloria Swanson, a leading star of the silent 
screen, died here during the night, a hospital 
spokesman announced. 

Miss Swanson was aged 84. Her silent films 
included Mate and Female, Bluebeard's 
Eighth Wtfe, and Sadie Thompson. 

In 2926 she formed her own production 
company, which wound up in 1 932. 


AMMAN, April 4 (AP) — Palestine Lib- 
eration Organization Chairman Yasser 
Arafat huddled Monday with key advisers 
and then held a fourth meeting with King 
Hussein amid intensified negotiations aimed 
at reaching agreement on future Middle East 
peace moves. 

Arafat, who has been in efte Jordanian cap- 
ita 1 since Thursday, sped off for a luncheon 
meeting with King Hussein after conferring 
for about 90 minutes with members of the 
PLO's 15-member executive council. 

There was no word on the outcome of the 
talks. But PLO officials said there would 
probably be a joint communique issued at the 
end of the talks. 

The presence in Amman of so many key 
PLO adivisers indicated that the organization 
was on the verge of a major decision on calls 
for a joint Palestinian- Jordanian approach to 
peace talks with Israel. 

Western diplomats say Jordan's King Hus- 
sein is willing, if the PLO agrees, to enter 
peace negotiations on the basis of President 
Reagan's peace plan, which calls for Palesti- 
nian self-government on the Israeli-occupied 
West Bank of the Jordan River and in the 
Gaza Strip in association with Jordan. 

PLO Foreign Minister Farouk Kaddoumi 
told reporters Sunday the organization is still 
demanding an independent Palestinian state 
with Jerusalem as its capital as proposed in an 
Arab peace plan adopted last September in 
Fez, Morocco. 

Ahmad Sidki Dajani. a committee 
member, told reporters that aD but two mem- 
bers of the executive group had arrived here 
for the meeting. 

Those attending the session included 
Muhammad Khalifa, a member of the pro- 
Syrian Saiqa wing of the PLO. Syria strongly 
opposes anyPalestinian-Jordanian peace talks 
except on the basis of the Fez plan. 

PLO sources said all groups of the organ- 
ization were present for the talks, indicating 
their seriousness. It was the first time that the 
executive committee had met here since Hus- 
sein’s forces expelled PLO fighters in 1970. 

Jordan radio said six senior officials from 
Syria, including the Saiqa representative, 
arrived by car from Damascus early Sunday. 

In Damascus, Syrian President Hafez 
Assad met Monday with Dr. George Habash, 
the head of the Popular Front for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine. A Syrian source who 
declined use of his name said the Assad- 
Habash talks stressed the need to "confront 
plots and schemes ... which aim at liquidating 
the Palestinian cause and imposing a surren- 
derist solution at the expense of the inalien- 
able national rights of the Arab Palestinian 
people." 

The reference to "surrenderist solution’' 


was an allusion to the Reagan plan, observers 
suggested. 

There was no firm word on tbe direction of 
the deliberations or on what terms Arafat 
woukl be ready to enter peace talks. 

Kaddoumi told reporters Sunday the PLO 
rejects the Reagan plan because it rules out 
an independent Palestinian state and pro- 
vides no role in negotiations for the PLO. 

However, a PLO source showed reporters 
what he claimed was the draft of a four-page 
joint Palestinian-Jordanian communique 
written in Arafat’s own hand. 

The source claimed tbe two sides had 
agreed on all but two sentences and that the 
difference would be resolved. 

Western diplomats were watching the 
negotiations for signs of whether the PLO 
would accept the Reagan plan or perhaps 
offer a compromise between the Arab and 
U .S. p eace formulas. 

Firing kills 
22 in India 

NEW DELHI, April 4 (AP) — Twenty- 
two persons were killed and nearly 100 
wounded Monday when riot police opened 
fire at 12 places across India’s Punjab state to 
scatter militant Sikh demonstrators blockad- 
ing highways, reports from the area said. 

Thousands of Sikh militants, some armed 
with swords, guns and knives, placed tree 
trunks across highways and staged sit-ins at 
intersections during a seven-hour statewide 
road blockade demonstration. 

The protest was staged by tbe Akali Dal 
(Sikh party) to press Prime Minister Indira 
GaudbFs government to accept its demands 
for greater political autonomy for Punjab and 
additional religious rights for India's 13 mil- 
lion Sikhs. 

The road blockade campaign, which ended 
at 4.00 p.m., paralyzed traffic and disrupted 
activity in much of the predominantly Sikh 
state, north of New Delhi, the United News 
of India reported. 

Rain alert in Oman 

MANAMA, April 4 (AFP) — A state of 
emergency was declared Monday in the Sul- 
tanate of Oman after torrential rains struck 
numerous areas of the country early morning, 
a Social Affairs Ministry communique 
reported. 

The communique, cited by the Gulf News 
Agency, said an emergency had been 
declared to allow marshaling of aid to deal 
with the damage caused by rain in the south- 
eastern regions of tbe sultanate, especially at 
Salalah, Zafar, Abri and the Island of Mas- 
sirah.

The communique said the Tunisian side 
had expressed readiness to import Saudi 
Arabia's industrial products and further con- 
tacts on the issue would be held. 

Lasram told Arab News that Tunis win 
import hundreds of thousand tons from the 
Kingdom’s petrochemical products when 
they come onstream. The products, mainly 
ammonia and sulfur, will meet Tunisia’s pet- 
rochemical needs. 

"This will diversify our products and 
enable us to be more competitive in the mar- 
ket." said Lasram. According to the minister, 
the Tunisian petrochemical products which 
are based on phosphates amount to four mil- 
lion tons annually and T unis imports one mil- 
lion ton of sulfur every year to support this 
industry. Lasram said that their product is 
being marketed all over the world from Brazil

Kingdom’s aid totals $60m 
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Nepal’s envoy recalls 
‘enriching experiences’

JEDDAH, April 4 — Nepal's first ambas- 
sador to Saudi Arabia, Kedar Prasad Koirala. 
has played a key role in winning the goodwill 
and sympathy hi the Middle East toward his 
country’s development needs. Koirala, who 
will soon return home after more than three 
years of ‘enriching experiences’, told Arab 
News his task was “to build a bridge between 
Nepal and Saudi Arabia." He voiced satisfac-

don that the two countries have come much 
closer to each other. 

Nepal previously had very little contact 
with the Arab world, but Koirala said that 
after the opening of the Royal Nepalese 
Embassy here, contacts have grown to 
benefit Nepal in terms of economic assistance 
which to date amounts to more than $60 mil- 
lion. 

“More than that, the contacts between our 
two countries axe very valuable and we hope 
that King Fahd will soon pay a visit to Kat- 
mandu on King Birendra's invitation," 
Koirala said. “The invitation has already 
been made and accepted." 

Nepalese Prime Minister Surya Bahadur 
Tbapa is expected here soon and an economic 
delegation is now negotiating a Saudi Ara- 
bian loan. Koirala emphasized the need for 
exchange visits on social, cultural and politi- 
cal levels so that the governments and people 
of both countries can learn more about each 
other. 

Koirala said Nepal had a major economic 
problem as one of the least developed coun- 
tries in the world. It lacks capita], managerial 
skills and priorities. 

“We have a marginal economy, however 
we have large growth potential," he said. 

GCC states consider 
unified electric plan 

DAMMAM. April 4 — The linking 
together at all Gulf Cooperation Council 
member countries through a unified electric- 
ity network is being considered, Al -Nadwa 
reported Monday. 

Agreement has been reached that the Uni- 
versity of Petroleum and Minerals (UPM) in 
Dbahran will supervise the study. The latter 
win be conducted by the Research Institute in 
Kuwait and an international consultancy 
firm. 


“Two major growth fields, tourism and water 
resources need foreign capital for develop- 
ment. Arab investors are taking a keen inter- 
est m these sectors but we still have a long 
way to go in working out proposals.” 

Satisfaction was expressed by the ambas- 
sador about the quantity of economic aid 
Nepal has so far received from the Arab 
world. He said that Saudi Arabia has pro- 
vided about $60 milli on, and Kuwait about 
$25 million for the Kulekhani hydroelectric 
project commissioned in 1982. 

Another large hydroelectric project on the 
River Marsyandi, about 50 kilometers 
northwest of Katmandu is developing with 
the Kingdom committing $25 million and 
Kuwait likely to make a similar contribution. 
A road construction project from Kohlapur 
to Banbasa. a 150-kilometer distance from 
the westernmost pan of Nepal s vital east- 
west highway is also likely to be funded by 
Saudi Arabia. 

Koirala said his country is quite hopeful 
about tourism. He himself has done public 
relations for this cause since his arrival here. 
Although he has placed Nepal on the Middle 
East map, he feels his country needs a lot of 
publicity in the Arab world to attract tourists. 
He said he plans to urge his government to 
establish a regional tourist development 
office here and disclosed that Royal Nepal 
Airlines, although a small airline with only 
two 727 planes will be flying to Dubai via 
Karachi toward the end of this year. 

“Nepal has more than a million Muslims, 
they are mainly in the southern part of our 
country and dependent on agriculture,” 
Koirala explained. “They enjoy all the rights 
and privileges of their compatriots. 

“Our government takes special care of 
Muslims when they go on pilgrimage." he 
said. “We permit them to take $2,000 each, 
compared with $150 for Nepalese going 
elsewhere. The government has a Haj com- 
mittee which makes arrangements for travel, 
officials escort pilgrims choosing to travel by 
ship to their point of departure at Bombay.” 

He said the Nepalese Embassy here also 
extends aQ possible help to their pilgrims. He 
explained, however, that a majority of 
Nepalese Muslims do not undertake the 
journey to Saudi Arabia for the pilgrimage 
due to economic restraints. 

Koirala described the economic develop- 
ment of Saudi Arabia as ’gigantic' and 
admired the smooth transition which has 
been attained without adverse effects on the 
basic spiritual values of the people. 

Willingness of Nepal to supply manpower 
to Saudi Arabia was voiced by Koirala who 
said, “we have surplus labor in farming and 
retired array personnel can obtain suitable 
jobs as security guards in industrial plants and 
commercial units.

JEDDAH, April 4 — Trachoma is 
endemic in this part of the world and hence 
eyelid disorders are very common, according 
to Dr. Richard Collin, an ophthalmic plastic 
surgeon at the Moorfields Eye Hospital in 
London. 

Dr. Collin said in an interview with Arab 
News that eyelid disorders lead to the scarring 
of the eyelids, resulting in corneal scarrings 
and subsequent diminution of vision. 

The doctor, who is currently in the city 
examining and operating on patients at Dr. 
Fakeeh Hospital on invitation from its owner 
and director. Dr. Soliman Fakeeh, said 
trachoma itself is caused by a virus-like 
organism that is spread by fifes, fingers, wind 
and dust. 

The highest incidence of trachoma has 
always occurred in the Middle East, he said. 

Dr. Collin, who has specialized in diseases 
affecting the eyelids, said he has performed 


SABIC share public subscription mapped 


RIYADH, April 4 — Shares of the Saudi 
Arabian Basic Industries Corporation 
(SABIC) will be floated for public subscrip- 
tion within nine months. Al -Riyadh reported. 

According to Commerce Undersecretary 
Dr. Abdul Aziz Al-Zamel, who is also 
SABIC *s vice president and delegated 
member, 75 percent of the company’s shares 
wifi be available to the public. The state will 
keep the remaining 25 percent. 

The public will buy shares in the holding 
company, i.e. if a person buys a share, he 
would become SABICs partner in all its pro- 
jects. 

Dr. Zamel said that all projects under 
SABICs first phase of activities will be com- 
pleted by the end of 1985: but second phase 
projects are already under consideration. 
SABIC already has four complexes in Jeddah 
and Jubail. They include a fertilizer complex, 
iron and steel complex, the methanol plant 
and the Saudi- Japanese joint plant. 

The second phase calls for the implementa- 
tion of support projects to basic industries 
using their products. The first such project 
will produce oxygen and nitrogen as a joint 
venture between SABIC and seven national 
firms in the field of industrial gas. It will sup- 
ply industrial gases to SABIC, Petromin and 
the Royal Commission for Jubail and Yanbu. 

A project for the production of PVC (raw 
plastic used by plastic factories) is under con- 
sideration. So far, the national plants have 
been importing this item. SABIC is also 
studying a medium scale project for the pro- 
duction of polystyrene which is used in the 
plastics industry, particularly in the manufac- 
turing of furniture which would be marketed 
locally. 

SABIC wiD also set up a project under its 
complementary industry plan for the produc- 
tion of MTBE, a substance usually added to 
car fuel to reduce the vehicles' gasoline con- 
sumption. A car using that substance could, 
for instance, run 35 kilometers instead of 30 
with one gallon. Previously, h was lead that 
performed that function but lead is a poison- 
ous substance which was banned in the West, 
particularly in the United States. 

Directive regulates 
divorce certification 

JEDDAH, April 4 — Saudi Arabia’s jus- 
tice minister has given directives to aO Sharia 
courts in the Kingdom not to validate divorce 
certificates to wives of contractees and peo- 
ple recruited from abroad in Saudi Arabia. 

Such certificates, the minister said in his 
circular, cannot be validated unless the 
divorced wife has left for the country where 
her parents are residing, Al -Madinah 
reported Monday. 

After the divorce has taken place cohabita- 
tion between the former couple becomes 
banned religiously, and women cannot stay in 
Saudi Arabia without a Muhrem or respons- 
ible relative. 
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Dr. Zamel disclosed that on April 20, 30 
tons of methanol produced by the Saudi 
Methanol Company in Jubail will be shipped 
to Japan for the first time. He said that, in the 
future, SABIC will export all its production, 
except 10 percent which will cover local 
requirements. 

An intensive program is under way for the 
training of Saudi cadres and many youths 
have already returned from training in the 


United States and Europe and from Asian 
and European tours to fold agents and mar- 
kets. Other companies associated with 
SABIC also made marketing arrangements. 

The official said that deals had been con- 
cluded to market about 80 percent of the 
production of the methanol plant this year 
and during the coming five years. Eighty per- 
cent wiD be marketed this year, and no less 
than 50 percent in the following years.

TEL AVIV, April 4 (AP) — Two care full 
of Palestinian youths were arrested Monday 
in Nablus, the main West Bank city, for alert- 
ing the residents that the water bad been 
poisoned there, the military command said 
Monday.

A grenade exploded outside Al-Watani 
hospital in Nablus, slightly injuring two 
Israeli soldiers, and Arab youths threw stones 
and slightly injured three Jews in occupied 
Jerusalem’s Old City. 

The army said it was investigating reports 
that an Israeli motorist in the southern West 
Bank shot an Arab youth in the stomach. 
Police said the youth was hospitalized. 

The 17-year-old nephew of militant 
American-Israeli Rabbi Meir Kahane was 
detained after he fired an automatic weapon 
at the Palestinian crowd, police said. He was 
not identified because of his age.

Sudan seizes arms 
cache , arrests two 

KHARTOUM, April 4 (AP) — Sudanese 
security authorities have seized an arms 
cache and arrested two suspects, apparently 
in connection with an abortive Libyan- 
backed coup attempt against the Sudanese 
government, the Sudan News Agency said 
Monday. 

The agency quoted state security sources as 
saying the arms, 19 rifles, 13 Soviet-made 
Kalachsikov submachine guns and some 
ammunition, were seized on March 27 at a 
house in Kassala in eastern Sudan. 

The source said that preliminary investiga- 
tions with the two suspects, a Taxi driver and 
a work superintendent, revealed their con- 
nection with the alleged coop plan. 
"Sudanese President Jaafar Numeiri has 
said the planned date for the coup attempt 
was Feb. 18, but that the government had 
uncovered it and seized arms sent from Libya.

Relief aid piles up in Colombia 


; ; POP AY AN, Colombia, April 4 (Agen- 
cies) — Earthquake relief aid from France, 
£anada, the United States and other coun- 
tries piled up in warehouses Sunday while a 
Colombian government agency sold food to 
desperate survivors. 

;! Tons of medicine, tents, blankets and other 
items that arrived from abroad were being 
Stored in warehouses under control of milit- 
ary authorities. 

5 The governor of the state of Cauca, Amalia 
Salazar, told reporters she hoped tents would 
be distributed before Monday. She had no 
explanation for delays in distributing foreign 
relief items that began arriving Friday. 

• The Colombian radio station network 
Todeiar described the relief effort as chaotic. 
One group of survivors was seen pounding on 
die doors of a police station, demanding 
tents. Another radio network, Caracol, said 
by nightfall only 168 of the 12,000 tents 
donated by France and the United States had 
been set up. 

i Archbishop Silverio Buitrago of Popayan 
said in an interview with Caracol that there 
were incidents of tents being sold to the 
homeless for $400 each. 

* The quake struck this mountain city of 
200,000 persons in southern Colombia early 
Thursday, destroying homes and a crowded 
cathedral, killing at least 240 persons, injur- 
ing hundreds more and leaving three- 
quarters of the population homeless. The 
government relief office said 12,000 build- 
ings, including many apartment houses, were 
destroyed. 

: Three more bodies found in the rubble of 
destroyed houses were taken to the city mor- 
gue, raising the official toll of recovered 
bodies to 197. 

- The government’s Market and Agriculture 
Agency said in reports published in newspap- 
ers in Bogota, the capital, that it was grving 


away 50 tons of food to the refugees. But in 
Popayan, the agency was selling the food in 
the center of town, far from the poor sections. 

O fficial* of the agency were charging the 
equivalent of $10 for about five pounds (22 
kgs) of food, including rice, coffee, sugar, 
noodles, dried soup and salt They did not 
explain why they were charging money for 
the food. 

The Colombian Red Cross began distribut- 
ing food Saturday afternoon at the city col- 
iseum, next to the San Jose Hospital. One of 
the men in charge of the operation said there 
was only enough to feed 2,000 persons and 
supplies were running out 

Poorer people who spent their third night 
sleeping on sidewalks and in parks begged 
passers-by to give them food and water. 
Health officials say the water supply has been 
contaminated by broken sewers.

DENVER, Colorado (AFP) — Some 
2,000 persons were evacuated from a suburb 
of this western U.S. city Sunday after 
thousands of gallons of poisonous nitric arid 
was released into the air when two tank cars 
collided while being moved in a freight yard. 
Some 70,000 liters of tbe gas. which can be 
fatal and affects the respiratory tract, formed 
a toxic cloud, local authorities said. Sixteen 
persons were hospitalized with breathing 
problems. By the end of tbe day tbe cloud had 
dispersed and residents were allowed to 
return home.

Some passengers were 
reported missing. 


NEW YORK, April 4 (AP) — A Hondu- 
ran involved in planning American covert 
activities says the United States has been giv-- 
ing intelligence assistance and military advice 
to forces fighting the Sandinista government 
m Nicaragua, The New York Times reported 
Sunday. 

The source told the Times that the United 
States was extensively involved m training 
and providing arms to the forces that recently 
entered Nicaragua from Honduras. 

The newspaper said the information, sup- 
plied in a series of interviews, was confirmed 
in large part by two senators on the Senate 
Intelligence Committee and a highly placed 
Reagan administration official. 

The Honduran said the objective of tbe 
operation in Nicaragua "is to overthrow” the 
Sandinistas. Tbe newspaper quoted Reagan 
administration officials who said the United 
States objective in Nicaragua is to harass, not 

overthrow, the government. 

Congress passed a law last year that pro- 
hibits U.S. support of efforts to overthrow the 
Sandinista government. The source said the 
activities indicated “the pretension is over” 
that the United States was interested only in 
harassing the Sandinistas. 

Tbe activities the source described would 
indicate a far greater U.S. involvement in the 
Nicaraguan conflict than the Reagan 
administration has publicly acknowledged, 
the newspaper said. 

The covert activities described by tbe 
Honduran in interviews with Times reporters 
included: 

Informing the insurgent forces about the 
movement of Nicaraguan government forces 
and the locations of tanks and artillery. 

Training and arming the insurgents. The 
source said planeloads of arms and ammuni- 
tion were shipped to Moskito Indian units in 


eastern Honduras and more than 5U U.S. 
mili tary advisers were involved in training, j 

Providing underwater equipment and 
explosives to sabotage teams that blew up 
port installations. 

The source said the intelligence informa- 
tion was gathered in part by reconnaissance 
planes manned by U.S. Air Force personnel 
that make regular flights above the 
Nicaraguan-Honduran border. 

Tbe CIA and tbe Pentagon refused com- 
ment on tbe matter, the newspaper said. 

On Sunday Newswe ek magazine said the 
dA had spent $30 miflfoa on aid to 
Honduras-based Nicaraguan exiles. 

On the battle front, rebel forces were fight- 
ing government troops near the Honduran 
border Sunday, civilian sources there said. 
But the military denied any new fighting was 
taking place. « 

Tbe sources said Honduran-based troops 
from tbe Nicaraguan Democratic Force 
attacked near the towns of Teotecacmte and 
Jalapa Saturday afternoon and that tbe fight- 
ing continued Sunday morning.

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PEACE MARCHERS 

The peace marchers in Western Europe only are 
doing a service of a sort to their countries and to the 
overall nuclear debate even if there are no counterparts 
in Eastern Europe and the Soviet Union. . 

They are drawing attention to the massive investment 
in nuclear weaponry, the unlimited hazards of a nuclear 
confrontation and the fact that Europe is loaded with 
nuclear arms which may one day wipe it out. 

At the same time, they are highlighting the tremend- 
ous gap between the definitions of freedom on either 
side of the fence. Those behind the curtain are bound to 
hear about the marches and the liberties that human 
beings elsewhere are taking as a matter of right. They are 
likely to ask themsel ves questions about their own stand- 
ing in life. Why can't they emulate others and express 
themselves freely and fearlessly about various issues 
which concern them from nuclear debate to free munici- 
pal elections. It is not that they are not concerned. It is 
that they are not allowed to express their concern. 

The peace marchers have been unjustifiably vilified 
by the right-wmg press in their countries on the ground 
that they are playing into Moscow’s hands. The Soviet 
Union, they claim, will benefit from the nuclear backlash 
and will be strengthened in its negotiations with the 
United States. 

This is scarcely true as neither the U.S. nor the other 
members of NATO will succumb to the demands of the 
marchers and permit the Soviet Union to score more 
than parity with the West. 

The marchers are an expression of conscience and 
could be of immense service to m ankin d if they also had 
a counterpart behind the curtain to influence the course 
^of Soviet policy.

This statement of the Ottawa government’s pol- 
icy on the Middle East was made by External 
Affairs Minister Allan MacEachen to the Standing

Affairs and National Defense. It was repeated by 
him at the annual conference of the Canada-Israel 
Committee. 

Canada's policy seems to be halfway between the 
Israeli and the Arab positions. It supports the exis; 
tence, security and wellbeing of Israel and urges 
Arabs to “make dear their willingness to live in 
peace with Israel.” Canada also (foes not see the 
Palestinian Liberation Organization as the sale rep- 
resentative of the dispossessed people and does not 
recognize it 

But Canada also opposes Israeli settlements, the 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon and the continued pres- 
ence of Israeli and other foreign troops in Lebanon.

MEXICO CITY - 

Recent guerrilla attacks by rebels based in Hon- 
duras pose no immediate threat to Nicaragua's lef- 
tist Sandinista regime, which has the largest and one 
of the toughest armies in Central America.

We would like to see an end to this activity.” 

MacEachan repeated these statements at the 
Canada-Israel Committee conference but he 
touched on other points as well. He repeated his

Greens spurn

. COLOGNE - 
The atmosphere of a gentlemen's dub which per- 
vades most parliaments has been decidedly changed 
in West Germany by the entry to the Bundestag of 
the radical ecologists, the Greens. 

It is traditional for party leaders to congratulate 
the new chancellor once be has been confirmed in 
office by a Bundestag vote. But there was no Green 
handshake for Helmut Kohl, “whose polides put 
the existence of our people at risk." They also 
boycotted the ceremony during which the new 
cabinet was sworn in, saying this center-right gov- 
ernment was making a mockery of the cabinet 
ministers’ oath to protect the people. 

The politicians have run parliament by their own 
rules for so long that they cannot understand how 


irrelevant the formalities seem to outsiders. Many 
older MPs were scandalized when the Green mem- 
bers entered the chamber wearing jeans, pullovers 
and leather jackets — with only a few of the men 
wearing neckties. Most of the 27 Greens were carry- 
ing a flowerpot containing a pine tree seedling, each 
of which had“forced its way up through asphalt" 

But actions such as this do not help io trying to get 
the other parties to take them seriously in a con- 
structive way. On the one hand the Greens are 
dismissed as being of no account when it comes to 
“real” politics; on the other hand — and more 
tellingly — efforts are being made to deny them full 
participation in the working of parliament. 

It started immediately after the election March 6. 
When the new MPs arrived at the Bundestag 
House, the Greens found there were no rooms 


available for them because, according to those 
responsible, “we didn’t thmlc you’d be elected” — 
despite tbeir consistently good showing in the 
public opinion polls. They are still not adequately 
boused, because outgoing MPs had until Monday to 
vacate their offices — and they took then time over it 

Shortly afterward, the speaker of the house tried 
to deny them recognition as a parliamentary party, 
on the grounds that two of tbeir MPs are not paid- 
up members of the broader Green Parly. This 
would have been a serious blow as only parties are 
entitled to state financial support for the workings 
of their parliamentary group, and membership of 
Bundestag committees. It was eventually resolved, 
but h was not the end of the harassment. Tradition- 
ally, a deputy speaker is elected from each of the 
parties represented, but the thought of such a high 
office being occupied by someone who was not 
prepared to abide by the unwritten dress code was 
too much for the other MPs when parliament 
opened Tuesday. 

The Greens took their revenge by delaying the 
formal election of Helmut Kohl as chancellor with a 
whole string of procedural motions. 

The strife wifi continue when the time comes to 
decide on what parliamentary committees will be 
established, and their membership. The Greens 
want committees set up on disarmament, the envi- 
ronment and women’s questions, and here they will 
probably get the support of the opposition Social 
Democrats. But they also want representation on 
the defense committee, and that wfll be a different 
matter, as they are pledged to open government: 
the people should have the right to know about such 
things as planned sites for bases, they say. 

The established parties disagree, and the Greens 
have been told they “wfll have to ahide by the 
normal rulesof confidentiality” if they want posts in 
such sensitive areas. _ 

A very few have suggested the established parties 
are using the wrong tactics — that the best way to 
neutralize the threat is to co-opt it, and bring the 
Greens fully into the club. However, given the 
party’s stance of “fundamental opposition,” h is 
doubtful if this would work. At best it could only 
ease tbe strains. (LOS)

Guatemala fueling Mexico’s social crisis

MEXICO CITY (LOS) — Almost every 
day in Mexico some member of the govern- 
ment, President Miguel de la Madrid 
included, makes a rousing declaration along 
the lines of: “Mexico is strong enough and 
resolute enough to overcome its crisis. There 
is no risk of a social explosion.” 

Declarations of this type have become 
rather more shrill now in the wake of alarm- 
ing pronouncements from the White House 
on Mexico’s political future. President 
Reagan, Secretary of State George Shultz 
and the U.S. government’s supremo on Latin 
American affairs, Thomas Enders, have all 
been guilty of talking up a mood of impend- 
ing political disaster. 

The White House* proposal to increase 
military aid to El Salvador to $110 mill ing 
this year has been justified, above all, on the 
assumption that “if Central America falls to 
Communism, Mexico will follow.” 

But Reagan is wrong to make this simple 
analogy between Mexico and Central 
America. He makes the error of assuming 
geographical proximity most imply a similar- 
ity in political terrain. 

Mexico has the most stable political system 
in Latin America. Its constitutional processes 
have not been tampered with in mote than 
half a century. And while social conditions 
are as unjust in Mexico as anywhere in Latin 
America, the ruling Institutional Revolutio- 
nary Party (PRI) has not lost a general elec- 
tion since its formation in 1929. With a 
shrewd onderstanding of the national 
psychology, the PRI has prevented private 
outrage over the country’s economic failures 
from coalescing into mass expressions of dis- 
content 

Nonetheless, Mexico’s political environ- 
ment has undergone a radical change as a 
result of foiling oil prices. Stability has always 
been founded on a basis of sustained 
economic growth. Never before has Mexico 
encountered an economic crisis remotely like 
the present one. 

Against a background of massive foreign 
debt, Mexicans daily see 100 percent infla- 
tion carrying prices way above wages, which 
remain firmly checked by the government’s 
adherence to an IMF-imposed economic 
program. 

The ingredients for a social uprising do, 
then, exist but one leading political observer, 
while not entirely dismissing the possibility, 
befieves such a turn of events to be unlikely in 
the short term.

But what if oil prices continue to fall? Mex- 
ico, the world’s fourth largest producer, 
depends on oil for 70 percent of its foreign 
earnings, For each dollar drop in the price of 
a barrel of oil, it loses $500 million. 

The government is pinning its hopes on a 
foil in world interest rates to accompany the 
drop in the international price of off. Glibiy 
perhaps, it is expressing confidence that any 
loss in oil revenue will be more than compen- 
sated by a $700 million saving on each per- 
centage point that interest rates foil. 

However, should the predictions of many 
oil experts be fulfilled and the barrel price 
tumble by $10 this year, there would remain 
little cause for optimism. Certainly, a $5 bil- 
lion loan recently secured would be rendered 
ineffective as a means of propping up tbe 
economy. 

“A drop of $10 would be a disaster.” the 
observer said. “The only option left would be 
for tbe United States to step in with a 
multibillion-dollar infusion of aid. The alter- 
native would be social and political disorder 
on their southern border." 

According to influential Mexicans both in 
and out of the government, tbe domino 
theory has been applied tn a somewhat facile 
manner to Mexico. It is on the rise or fell of 
the international price of ofl and-not on the 
“Soviet menace’’ -that continued- stability 
depends. • • - 

But evoking visions of tbe Soviet Union 
preparing for the final offensive along tbe 
United States' southern border has been 


President Reagan's means of attempting to 
win popular support both for an increase in 
aid to El Salvador’s right-wing government 
and for his decision earlier this year to renew 
military aid to the savage, zealously anti- 
communist regime of President Efrain Rios 
Montt in Guatemala. And right now Mexico 
is faring an immigration crisis in the shape of 
thousands of impoverished Guatemalan 
refugees fleeing a murderous “pacification” 
campaign led by Montt. An Amnesty Inter- 
national report released in 1982 estimated 
that 2,600 Indians were exterminated during 
Montt* s first five months in power. 

At least 40 rudimentary camps, have been 
set up in Chiapas State, southern Mexico, 
which hugs the Guatemalan border. Pierre 
Jam bo ur, U.N. High Commissioner for 
Refugees representative calculated there are 
over 35,000 fugitives in the border area while 
private relief organizations say the real figure 
is closer to 100,000. 

A spokesman for the Guatemalan village 
of San Juan Mrehoan, now living in ChajuL 
deep in the Chiapas jungle described how the 
army visited tbe village three times in 1982, 
murdering peasants and destroying property. 
He could offer no explanation for the attack. 

Terrified by this inexplicable violence, tbe 
survivors fled to Mexico. Some managed to 
salvage a few possessions, in other cases even 
-qhffdren were left behind; Julio; also living in 
Cfaajui, said his group of 200 -persons “got 
very sick” during their eigbt-day walk. “We 
ate what we found” be explained, chiefly 
fruits and grasses. 


The campesinos who lived nearer tbe bor- 
der were more fortunate. Many bad worked 
in Mexico as casual laborers in the coffee 
season and knew where to find help. Tbe 400 
or so refugees at Tziscoa, a camp in tbe Mon- 
tebello region, have virtually been absorbed 
by their host community. 

Most of the refugees live in crude wooden 
huts and eke out a precarious existence on 
irregular deliveries of aid. Pierre Jambour 
stresses that many camps are accessible only 
by plane and launch but tbe occupants of 
Tziscoa, whose camp is a mere two-hour 
drive from the local headquarters of 
COMAR, the government-run relief body, 
claim that they receive official aid only once a 
month. 

SisteT Maria del Carmen, one of a team of 
three nuns working permanently at Chajul 
describes tbe diet as “beans, maize; maize, 
beans.” She calculates that 75 percent of the 
refugees at Chajul suffer from malnutrition 
but admits thar the earliest arrivals are slowly 
building up strength. Spokesmen at the camp 
assembly could only recall one delivery of 
sugar, oO and vegetables in the previous six 
months. 

COMAR, which funnels cash from the 
U.N. to tbe refugees, is opposed to the many 
independent philanthropists working in 
Chiapas. “Everybody wants their own 
refugee" complained Luis Ortiz Monasterio, 
head of COMAR in Mexico City. Tbe gov- 
ernment was prepared to accept the refugees, 
document them and give them enough food 
and medicine to help them survive, he added. 

Public opinion in Mexico is opposed to 
spending too much money on refugees as the 
feet that they are refugees doesn't entitle 
them to better living standards than the peas- 
ants in Chiapas state, who are both poor and 
notoriously militant. 

While tbe Mexican government is no 
longer trying to shirk the burden of its 
impoverished guests, it does not want them to 
take root and cause problems in the future. 
Chiapas is potentially an explosive area; 
dashes between land-hungry peasants and 
large landowners are frequent and bloody, 
the state has valuable oil reserves whose 
exploitation has created economic distor- 
tions, and most serious of all, Guatemala has 
proved to be a vety fractious neighbor and 
has repeatedly violated tbe border and mur- 
dered both the refugees and Mexican offi- 
cials. The last thing the government wants in 
Chiapas is a hotbed of social revolution. 

Tbe problem grows as each group of 
refugees crosses tbe border. The government 
has reversed its policy of allowing them to 
move further inland, which will successfully 
prevent their integration but multiply the 
problems of those who are trying to feed 
them. 

; The refugees are grateful for the help but 
WUTthey stay happy on a perpetual diet of 
beaus and maize? Those who haven't yet 
been politicized by violence may be politi- 
cized by hunger. 


Japanese fight rising wave of classroom violence

TOKYO (Depthnews) — Japan's Educa- 
tion Ministry has organized a special task 
farce to investigate the wide spreading clas- 
sroom violence m the country. 

Last year, the violence flared at 974 
schools, mostly at tbe junior high school 
level, and resulted in 1,162 teachers being 
attacked by students armed with steel pipes 
and other hand-held weapons of mayhem. 

Most of those who mounted the attacks on 
mentors were children 14-15 years old. 
National police records show that 42.9 per- 
cent of juvenile crime committed in Japan m 
1981 was perpetrated by minors. 

Students of such an age bracket attend tbe 
compulsory grades. They cannot enter high 
schei d proper without undergoing rigid 
examinations. The pressure for tbe students 
to pass, as reflected by parental expectations, 
is therefore heavy. 

The land of pressure exerted by the exami- 
nations cm the students Is reflected by police 
figures on youthful suicides (because they 
foiled to pass) and the violence committed 
against persons in authority, mainly the 
teachers. 

The violence wave engulfing tbe classroom 
has perplexed both the political, parental and 
educational circles of tbe country. They are at 
a loss on tbe reasons behind it and what kind 
of remedial measures to take. Hence tbe task 
force of tbe Education Ministry. 

Even Education Minister Mitsuo 
Seioyama, barely four months on the job. 
seems fazed by the problem. He appears to 
have added to it by observing that tbe 
hooliganism in the schools could be attri- 
buted to policies adopted by the American 
occu pation government following Japan's 
surrender in the World War II.

graduation season where youthful exuber- 
ance could lead to unwanted incidents. 

Not all of tbe teachers violently attacked by 
tbe students took it without retaliating. Last 
February, a 38-year-old mentor, already the 
victim of several attacks, bad a wire door mat 
flung at him by a student. Many were sur- 
prised when the teacher came back at the boy 
with a small knife. The student required 10 
days in the hospital. 

The teacher has since offered his resigna- 
tion. He said be had become very “nervous” 
while in school because fellow teachers failed 
to come ro his aid on the previous occasions 
when be was the victim of attack. 

In another outbreak recorded by tbe 
police, a groupof 14 to 16-year-olds, some of 
whom were looking for jobs, were arrested 
for attacking vagrants in Yokohama. The 
youths were believed '‘practising" for a gang 
war when they pounced upon the vagrants 
who were asleep in tbe parks and under- 
ground malls. 

One of the victims, Taizo Sudo, 60, was

MIGRAINE PREVENTION

Dear Dr. Stemcrohn: For years, I suffered needlessly from headaches. I thought they woe 
ftwfrwi headaches. X took aspirin and found tittle relief. At last, I went to a h e adac he 
specialist. He made a diagnosis of migrahie. It’s a long story . Now, Vm practically free Cram 
headaches. When they do appear, special pills make them disappear early. Many patients do 
not realize they have migrahie. — Mrs. L 

Dear Mrs. L .* Readers wfll find at least a few of my columns every year on migraine 
headaches. For those who missed previous discussions, here are some interesting points: 

One estimate is that in America alone 8 to 12 percent of people suffer from migraine 
headaches. Not being "ordinary" headaches, they are not relieved by aspirin. In many 
instances, there’s a heredity tendency. 

What type of person is most vulnerable? According to allergist Claude A. Fraizer, M.D. 
of Asheville. N.C., “Migraine occurs most frequently in ambitious, capable achievers for 
whom nothing is too much trouble and who will spare nothing, including themselves, to get 
what they want." 

In producing the attack, arteries in the head first constrict, then they dilate. As the 
arteries stretch, they create pain in the adjacent nerve endings. What sets off an attack? 
There may be several reasons: fatigue, emotional stress, hormone imbalance, reaction to 
stress. Attacks occur from one to three times monthly. Usually, they begin in the morning, 
at first generalized, and then becomes a pounding ache localized on one side. Tbe attack 
may be triggered by eggs, wheat, fish, garlic, milk, chocolate, com or cinnamon. Aged 
cheese like Cheddar is another culprit. It’s the tyramine which precipitates the migraine. 
This is also found chicken livers and pickled herring. Some patients learn to avoid mono- 
sodium glutamate: also cured meats such as becon. bam and salami. Your doctor wfll 
prescribe proper medication. He may also suggest biofeedback which may avert attacks.

For Mrs. Z. : Problems with aged parents are universal. Six percent of Americans 
between tbe ages of 75-84, and 20 percent of those older than 85 years are institutionalized 
for mental problems. Fortunately, in some of these patients, brain damage due to 
Alzheimer's disease is not present. Symptoms may be due to dietary deficiency, depression 
or to overm education. Many of these patients can be helped by anti-depressant drugs. 
Common symptoms of dementia in tbe elderly are loss of memory, violent reactions to 
stress, waking at night, hiding things, hafluemations and delusion. 1 repeat, if s important 
for your doctor (with help of consultation) to determine whether or not your father’s 
condition is reversible or irreversible.

He 
died later in tbe hospital due to internal 
injuries suffered. Instead of prosecuting the 
hooligans, tbe family court committed 10 of 
the boys to juvenile homes. 

At least one official at tbe prosecutor's 
office believes that the wave of youthful viol- 
ence in Yokohama could have been pre- 
vented had the schools, families, police and 
regional communities cooperated in taking 
adequate preventive measures. 

According to Shinsaku Nojyu, a teacher at 
a junior high school in Tokyo, today’s envi- 
ronment is no longer fit for children ro grow 
in in a healthy way. He says tbe Japanese 
people have turned toward money and mater- 
ial things and away from spiritual values. 

Even when both parents are concerned 
about their children, the spiritual environ- 
ment and degree of love in the family are 
often lacking. Nojyu cites as an extreme 
example the case of a parent in Nagoya who 
spent money to encourage bis son to become 
a doctor. When the student failed in the med- 
ical examinations, the parent sued in court 
and demanded $191,693 in compensation. 

Nojyu says parents spend a lot of money to 
send their children to better junior and senior 
high schools and universities, not out of any 
love for their children but because they seek 
rewards. “This is no way to educate a child,” 
he adds. 

Professor Yasumasa Tanaka at Gakusbuin 
University m Tokyo observers that rapid 
urbanization of Japan is taking a toll in the 
overall sense of values which distinguished 
tbe people In prewar times. He notes there is 
a shifting away from moral standards and 
values to knowledge-intense goals. 

Along with such a development, the 
Japanese society with its history of the 
extended family faces what Professor Tanaka 
calls “unexpected disintegration’” — arrival 
of tbe nuclear family. 

He believes that democratization of Japan 
has inflicted both positive and negative 
results. It has introduced the concept of 
equality which he regards as a good thing 
since it is tbe base of tbe democratic struc- 
ture. However, be argues that the Japanese 
concept of equality has “gone too far”. It has 
led to changes in relationship between elders 
and youngsters, students and teachers, and 
has led to a weakening of authority. 

At the same time, Professor Tanaka says 
there has been a lack of communication bet- 
ween the children and their parents. Fathers 
have been distracted by tbe postwar 
economic miracle and now that mothers also 
work, there is even less communication bet- 
ween the young and adults. 

Latest public surveys show that parents 
expect teachers of primary school students to 
stress responsibility, public duty, basic good 
maimers and conduct, and individual inde- 
pendence to attain a useful place in society. 

Is a poD conducted by the prime minister’s 
office — involving 5,000 citizens who consti- 
tuted a national sample — it was found that 
more tfaaa half of parents of primary, junior 
and senior high school students want tbe 
teachers to inculcate good manners in tbe 
youngsters.

Bombay gets a facelift 
kvith American accent

BOMBAY — Visitors to this city of 8 
million wiQ find it changed, or ro tbe Munic- 
ipal Corporation hopes. An American 
urban design consultant, Alan Vorhees, was 
recently invited to inspect the dty. and one 
of the firm’s recommendations, to convert a 
main business thoroughfare into something 
like a pedestrian mall, has now been 
implemented. 

The street selected, the Dadabhai 
NaorojiRoad — known to local residents as 
D.N. Road and described to foreigners 
sometimes as the Fifth Avenue of Bombay 
— stretches south from Victoria Terminus 
(V.T.) the city’s principal commuter sta- 
tion, to a roundabout called Flora Fountain. 

DJ4. Road had become the favorite 
haunt of hawkers who would spread their 
wares on gurffc propped against the facades 
of some of Bombay's most ornate Indo- 
Gothic structures or directly onto tbe foot- 
paths which run past these buildings. The 
result was a nightmare for pedestrians, par- 
ticularly those streaming out of the V.T. at a 
rush hour rate of 400 per minute. Strollers 
often had to take to the pavement to fight 
their way, block by block, between the 
buses, taxis, and private cars whose own 
progress along the street slowed to a crawl. 
All this has now changed. 

Starting on the night of Feb. 9-10, 220 
police men — some of them helmcted like 
soldiers and armed with lathis — swooped 
down on the stalls abandoned by the haw- 
kers. Led by a ward official who identified 
himself as Pinto, tbe police methodically 
broke stalls free of their moorings and 
hauled them off to a line of idling vans. 
Merchandise which had been stowed away 
in locked boxes, behind the porches and 
shrubbery of the V.T., was similarity carried 
off to a municipal depot where the confis- 
cated goods were to stay for three days; if 
owners failed to claim their goods within 
that time, they were disposed of. 

Tbe police sweep continued into the early 
hours of tbe morning with relatively little 
interference from the hawkers, who bad 
been wanted months before to dear tbe 
pavement efface the consequences. Oppos- 


ition to the sweep was limited to a brief 
outbreak of violence toward 2 o’clock in the 
morning when a band of dispossessed haw- 
ken tipped over a row of steel drums posted 
down the middle of DJI. Road as a tempor- 
ary routing device for motorists. A few 
traffic lights were also damaged but shops in 
tbe neighborhood were spared. 

Bombay hawkers have their own union 
which secured a high court injunction 
against police confiscation of stalls and 
goods on the west side of D.N. Road. Con- 
sequently tbe midnig ht swoop of Feb. 9-10 
was restricted to the east side of the pave- 
ment Nonetheless, a stroll down the street 
tbe following morning revealed no hawker 
activity of any sort from V.T. south to Flora 
Foun tain . For the first time in many years, 
pedestrians could walk freely without hav- 
ing to pick their way through the combs and 
Byros that used to litter the pavement or 
squeeze between jerry-built display shelves 
crammed with contraband stereo sets and 
shampoo. 

The question in everyone’s mind, of 
course, was how long it would all last. By 
one estimate, 2,000 hawkers bad been dis- 
placed by the operation. Promises to allow 
them to set up elsewhere met wife disdain if 
not categorical rejection: a hawker’s liveli- 
hood pretty much requires him tobe under- 
foot, not shunted off to some remote lot 
where his chances of selling airmail 
envelopes are virtually nil. 

Pinto said that, given the right kind of 
public and municipal support, be "could 
clean up this city in a week”; but even he 
recalled that a previous attempt to remove a 
small colony of lepers from his ward to a 
state hospital bad ended in failure. 

What drives people to Bombay is money, 
even miniscule amounts of money. Until 
alternative means of support can be pro- 
vided, there is likely to be no lasting solu- 
tion to the problem of hawkers and beggars 
in the city. There can be, however, tempor- 
ary relief or a reshuffling of nuisances like 
the D.N. Road renewal project, during 
which Bombay waBaks can at least enjoy 
the uncluttered arcades of this majestic 
street Urban design has returned to India, a 
country in which the concept has ancient 
roots, this time with an American accent . 


Superpower rivalry caused 
by lack of mutual contacts

WASHINGTON (WP) — The Soviet 
Union is the overriding consideration m all 
the great issues of national security that face 
the United States. The Soviet Union has been 
open to foreign travel since 1956. But the 
overwhelming majority of American political 
leaders, particularly members of Congress, 
has never visited tbe Soviet Union. 

By the same token, only about 20 percent 
of tbe Soviet Politburo, and a smaller fraction 
of the Communist Party's central committee 
members have ever seen America. During 
the last quarter of a century, each superpower 
has spent between $5 trillion and $10 trillion 
on defense, most of it to prepare for war 
against tbe other — approximately $30,000 
for every citizen of both countries. You'd 
think they might have spent a little of this 
money on travel, if only to get a first-hand 
impression of tbe “enemy” that justifies all 
this spending — and weaponry. 

This failure to even see — let alone know 
— the enemy has bothered some Americans 
for a long time. As long ago as 1970, the 
Senate passed a bill intended to encourage 
more visits in both directions, but the Nixon 
administration killed the legislation in the 
house. Even after President Nixon himself 
had visited both Moscow and Peking, his 
administration took the position that it was 
encouraging only “scientists, sportsmen, 
tourists, artists and other non-political per- 
sons” to travel to the Soviet Union. 

Why not the political persons? Perhaps 
because, on both sides, tbe highest leadership 
looks with some hesitation on increased 
involvement in foreign affairs of their col- 
leagues, political peers and subordinates. 
Knowledge can be a complicating thing. 

Tbe effect of such travel would be salutary. 
For Americans, I am convinced the net effect 
of travel to the Soviet Union catr be summar- 
ized in the aphorism “trust them less, fear 
them less.” 

For hundreds of years, Western intellectu- 
als have been disillusioned by the intellectual 
suffocation of Russain life. Western obser- 
vers feel themselves, as one U.S. ambassador 
put it, “in a profoundly different and strange 
civilization." 

This is what produced those famous reveals 
of position of Nicholas Decustine in 1839 “I 
do not blame the Russians for being what 


they are, I blame them for pretending to be 
what we are," and Andre Gide in 1937 "Jo 
the USSR everybody knows beforehand, 
once and for afl, that on any and every subject 
there can be only one opinion.” 

In 1948, a Soviet official told John Stein- 
beck: “We are very tired of people who come 
here and are violently pro-Russian, and who 
go back to tbe United States and become 
violently anti-Russian. We have had consid- 
erable experience with that kind.” 

On the other band, the Russians’ fear of 
war, and tbe weaknesses of Soviet society, 
have tended to tranquillize those visitors 
most alarmed about Russian aggressiveness. 
Few visitors return from Russia thinking 
them “10 feet tall” or capable of superbly 
timed feats of technological attack. Russia is 
not Japan — a fact that is obvious when you 
are there, but which many of American lead- 
ers seem unable to appreciate from afair. 

But those who do see the Russians up close 
seem to get the message. After a 1958 trip to 
Moscow, Sen. John Stennis, Democrat, Mis- 
sissippi, reported: "Frankly I was not pre- 
pared for what I saw.” He doubted that 
“Russia now plans a direct military attack 
upon us." 

In 1974, Sen. William Roth, Republican, 
Delaware, found a weak USSR, “If tbe cur- 
rent economic condition of tbe Soviet Union 
is any indication, communism is a highly hfef- 
ficient system”. 

And there is much in the craw of each side 
that can only be understood by seeing it. For 
example, would you believe there is a 
museum in Moscow devoted to the American 
attack on Russia? You may wonder, as one 
senator did in hearings on tbe travel issue, 
“and have we ever attacked them?” Indeed 
Americans have — and the Russians well 
remember the Allied expeditionary force in 
1917, which they consider an attempt to 
“strangle Bolshevism in its cradle." 

The Federation of American Scientists is 
now frying to convince more senators and 
more Soviet officials to visit the other super- 
power. But in the last 25 years, only about 24 
Senators have bothered to go to the Soviet 
Union just to look around. (Another 70 have 
made more formal visits for official pur- 
poses.) Of the 3 00 men and women now serv- 
ing in the Senate, 58 have not visited the 
Soviet Union. Of - 435 House members, 77 
percent have never been to Russia.

WASHINGTON, April 4 (Agencies) - 
Foreign trade of the world's industrialized 
nations declined for the second year in a roW 
in 1982, reflecting a worldwide recession, the 
International Monetary Fond has reported. 

Exports of these countries totaled $1-16 
trillion, 5.3 percent less than in 198 1 . Imports 
totaled $1.22 trillion, a decline of 6.1 per- 
cent 

The United States experienced the shar- 
pest decline in exports, 9.2 percent, followed 
by France, 9.1 percent, Japan, 8.2 percent, 
and Britain, 6 percent. 

West Germany's exports held relatively 
stable, however, increasing by 0.2 percent. 

The export earnings of the oft-producing 
countries dropped 19.9 percent in 1982. 
Japan had the biggest drop in imports, 8 per- 
cent followed by the United States, 6.8 per- 
cent West Germany, 52 percent France, 4 3 
percent and Britain, 23 percent. 

The fond also reported that the rate of 
consumer price increases in the industrialized 
countries dropped last February for the 
eighth month in a row. 


Meanwhile, the U.S. economic recovery, 
on winch the industrialized world depends to 
get out of recession, scored fresh gains in 
March, signaling a new phase of economic 
expansion, according to a monthly index 
compiled by the Association of Purchasing 

Agents. . „ i- ui 

The index — generally viewed as a reliable 
indicator of short-term economic trends and 
based on information from purchasing agents 
of 250 major U.S. corporations — scored 
54.7 percent m March, compared with 37.4 
percent in March, 1982. 

It showed new orders last month at then 
highest level since May, 1977. A rise in new 
orders usually precedes an increase in pro- 
duction by a month or two. 

Stock levels continued to decline, but the 
dcrease was the smallest in the past year and a 
half. 

The employment picture was found to be 
“more encouraging.'* Although more pur- 
chasing agents still reported having fired 
workers versus hiring them last month, the 
increase bad shrunken to 3 percent.

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PARIS, April 4 (AFP) — The secretary of 
state for tourism, Roland Carraz, has been 
trying to figure out how French holiday 
resorts would deal with an estimated extra 
13 millkm people expected to stay here 
instead of travel abroad because of stringent 
currency restrictions. 

He told newsmen over the weekend that he 
planned a three- pronged “destination 
France” project to advise French 
holidaymakers where to go and also to 
increase the country's tourist capacity. 

Figures showed that 16 percent of France's 
52 million inhabitants annually took their 
holidays abroad, but about 13 minion of 
them this year will stay home because they 
consider that the foreign currency allowance 
of 2,000 francs ($280) annually per adult is 
insufficient. 

Carraz said that bis ministry would register 
the number of available tourist beds, consider 
subsidies to hoteliers and restaurant owners 
to increase their potential intake, extend 
camping and caravan sites by using previ- 
ously restricted ground on military bases, and 
use empty schools and old open-air leisure

India reduces

NEW DELHI, April 4 (AFP) — India has 
for the first time brought down its population 
growth rate to below two percent, it was 
announced Monday.

Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
said that there was now a greater awareness 
among tbe people of tbe need for birtb con- 
trol. She said tbe growth rate in the year 
1982-83, which ended on March 31, was 1.9 
percent.

Iran inaugurates 
new steel plant 

AHVAZ, Iran. April 4 (R) — Iran’s 
National Steel Industries group has inaugu- 
rated a new steelworks in the southwestern 
city of Abvaz, the national news agency 
DWA reported.

PEKING, April 4 (Agencies) — Third 
World countries must sink their differences 
and fully cooperate in tbe struggle to build a 
new international economic order, Chinese 
Prime Minister Zhao Ziyang said Monday. 

He was giving the opening address at a 
four-day “South-South conference” in Pek- 
ing attended by scholars and development 
experts from Third World countries. “China 
is a developing Socialist country belonging to 
the Third World,” Zhao said, reiterating a 
theme which has become common m recent 
months as Peking tries to distance itself from 
tbe two superpowers. 

“The Chinese government has unswerv- 
ingly taken as the corner-stone of its foreign 
policy the strengthening of unity and cooper- 
ation with other Third World countries,” he 
said. Zhao added the Peking conference was 
being held at a time when the world economic 
situation was extremely grim, and developing 
countries were seeking ways to cope with h. 

Tbe meeting was a timely and .apt forum i 
“to explore ... such important issues as the 
development strategies of the developing 
countries, North-South negotiations and 
South-South cooperation,” he said. The suc- 
cess of Third World countries' development 
strategies depended to a very large extent on 
fundamental changes in “the unjust and ine- 
quitable old international economic order.”

Japan hikes defense outlay by 6.5% 


TOKYO, April 4 (AFP) - The $212 bil- 
lion Japanese budge L for fiscal 1983, one of 
the highest in postwar years, was finally 
cleared by the Diet (parliament) here Mon- 
day. 

Tbe budget, only 1.4 percent higher than 
its predecessor, includes a 6.5 percent boost 
in defense spending to $11,523 billion — 
0.978 percent of the estimated gross national 
product (GNP). This was a response to 
mounting United States pressure on Tokyo to 
boost its military efforts. The budget also 
dears the way for Prime Minister Yasuhiro 
j'Jakasone to press ahead toward economic 


recovery. 

Budget features included a seven percent 
rise in foreign economic aid to $2,109 billion, 
a 0.9 percent cut in education spending and a 
brake on welfare spending to a growth rate of 
only 0.6 percent. 

The Diet also approved treasury invest- 
ment and loans for fiscal 1983 of $86,623 
billion— two percent higher than in 1 982. 

An expected shortfall will be met by tbe 
issue of government bonds totaling $55,837 
billion. This brings the government's reliance 
on national bonds to 26.5 percent ofnational 
revenue, despite Tokyo's public pledge to 
decrease the dependence. 


LONDON. April 4 (R) — British mer- 
chant seamen set a worldwide strike alert 
Monday to protest military intervention in a 
labor dispute. 

The move stemmed from the British 
Navy's action in putting a crew aboard the 
troopship Keren at Wallsend, Northeast Eng- 
land, where it was being refitted, and taking it 
to sea. The ship s civilian crew, involved in a 
pay dispute, had been sent on Easter leave 
before the naval crew took over tbe vessel 

The seamen's union denounced the gov- 
ernment action as “an Argentine-style raid .

“South” developing countries. 

Ramphal praised China's role “in develop- 
ing a Third World consciousness,” and said 
China could do more “to ensure that tbe 
Third World does not always come third.” 

The other co-chairman, Huan Xiang, 
adviser to China's Academy of Social Sci- 
ences. told nearly 70 Third World scholars, 
“the levers of international economic power 
still are in tbe hands of a few developed 
nations and are being used to harm the inter- 
ests of the Third World nations."

Interbank dealing was 
active Monday with the OBUs in Bahrain 
covering positions run down over the 
weekend break. 

The dollar was still quoted strong on the 
remaining bourses that were open. Dealers 
made it dear that interest rate factors were 
predominant in this dollar firmness and that 
the money markets would expect some 
further rises in dollar interest rates this 
week. Bahrain banks quoted the one- 
month dollar interest rate at 9 V* - 9 % 
percent levels while tbe one-year rate was 
quoted at 9 13/16 - 10 1/16 percent levels. 

The exchange prices that were available 
also indicated a strong dollar preference 
with the yen at 239.50 prices, the mark at 
2.4250 levels and tbe Swiss franc at 2.0810 
levels.

park. 

The minister of culture, Nicola Vernola, 
vetoed the project last week cm the grounds 
tha t there were not enough funds for such a 
grandiose scheme — and in any case, all 
available funds had already been earmarked 
to carry urgent repairs to the city's many 
crumbling monuments. 

While the' mayor seems to have lost tbe first 
round, the minister did at least agree to look 
into the ieda in depth. Some of it is being 
incorporated into the restoration program. 

When Vetere unveiled his plan in January, 
he was immediately called a“ megalomaniac” 
by some of tbe local papers. His proposal was 
to knock out the famous avenue which runs 
through tbe world-famous Roman Forums 
and create a huge park where new 
archaeological digs coukl excavate previously 
unexplored rites. 

The reaction among archaeologists of the 
traditional school was one of honor how 
could anyone propose to lay waste the center 
of the city of Michelengelo? They argued that 
isolating the Roman remains in a museum 
would destroy the charm of the city, where 
past intermingles with present

Again Vernola was intransigent: The 
money had to be spent on the schemes for

The program was indispensable to save 
buildings that were in danger of falling down, 
he said. He did not need to look far to find 
examples to back up his argument A few 
days ago, bits of stone fell off tbe pantheon, 
hitting a tourist, and the building had to be 
dosed. Tbe thermal museum near the station, 
which possesses the largest concentration of 
Greco-Roman remains, is also almost 
entirely dosed. The dty must save the 
archaeological treasures it has already, 
before looking for new ones, the minister 
said.

Stadler finds his touch to keep In the fray 


GREENSBORO. North Carolina. April 4 
(AP) — Craig Stadler, who found the putting 
stroke that has eluded him all season, shot a 
five-under-par 67 Sunday and moved into a 
three-way tie for the third-round lead in the 
rain-delayed, $400,000 Greater Greensboro 
Open Golf Tournament. 

Stadler. who will be a day late tn getting to 
Augusta. Georgia for the defense of the Mas- 
ters title he won last year, finished three trips 
over the saturated Forest Oaks Country Club 
Course in 208. eight strokes under par. 

He shared the top spot going into Mon- 
day' s final 1 8 holes in tbe chase for a $72,000 
first prize with Lanay Wadkins and Denis 
Watson, a native of Rhodesia wbo now lives 
in South Africa, Wadkins a three-time win- 
ner last season, and Watson each shot 67 in 
the chilly, cloudy weather. 

The tournament schedule was thrown out 
of gear by day-long rains that washed out 
Saturday’s play and left pools and puddles in 
low areas on the course. Players were allowed 
to lift, clean and place balls in tbe fairway . 

“That helped, of course,” said Stadler. 
“Any time you can get your bands on it, 
you're going to have a perfect lie. Tbe greens 
are soft and you can fly tbe ball right at tbe 
flag. Under those conditions, it's hard not to 
make birdies.” 

The critical change in his fortunes, how- 


ever, was due to his putting. “I’ve always 
putted with the right forefinger down the 
shaft of the club. I just realized Wednesday 
that, without knowing it. I'd changed my grip. 
So I changed back. And now I'm making 
some putts.” 

Tommy Nakajima, who took four tides and 
led tbe Japanese tour in money-winning last 
year, and Bobby Clampett were two shots off 
the pace at 210. Nakajima had a 66 and 
Clampett shot 69. Phil Hancock and Ron 
Street, each with a third-round 70, were next 
at 211. 

Peter Oosterhuis and Bob Eastwood fol- 
lowed at 212, four off the pace. Oosterhuis 
once holed from off tbe green, made another 
putt of about 40 feet, and scored on two 
others of about 20 feet on his way to a 66. 
Eastwood shot 73. 

Watson, who one-putted half the greens he 
played, birdied tbe 15th and 6th to dose to 
within a single shot of the lead, then got a 
share of it by dropping a 45-foot birdie on the 
18th. Wadkins also birdied tbe final bole, 
bitting a 6-iron to within three feet of tbe cup. 
That finished off a back nine of 32.

Barcelona crashes to Real Sociedad 

Real Madrid takes over as Spanish leaders 


PARIS, April 4 (AFP) — Cubs with an 
interest in the semifinals of the European 
Cup competitions met with mixed fortunes as 
they wanned up over the weekend for this 
weeks first-leg matches. 

Real Madrid go into their European Cup- 
winners’ Cup match against Austria Vienna 
oq Wednesday safely restored at the top of 
the Spanish First Division. In the ten months 
that the great Alfredo Si Stefano has been in 
charge of the club. Real have been playing 
with a pride and determination reminiscent 
of die great sides of the late 50’s and early 
60’s. 

Their 2-0 win over Athletic Bilbao Sunday 
was far more emphatic than the scoreline 
suggests. Athletic arrived in Madrid on top of 
the league, a pour head of Real, but they 
most soon have re* red they had little hope 
of returning borne as leaders. 

Real piled on the pressure from the kick- 
off, went a goal up early on, and the stad i u m 
□early erupted when Garda Hernandez hit 
the goal which sealed victory in the 57th 
minute. 

The game was watched by an es tim a t ed 
1 10,000 people —20,000 more than the offi- 
cial capacity, as around 10,000 were thought 


to have got into the ground without paying 
and a further 10,000 using forged tickets on 
sale at astronomic prices from the touts. 

Spain’s other semifinaljsts, Real Sociedad, 
who meet Hamburg in the Champions’ Cup, 
also received the kind of boost alfdubs dream 
of before a crucial European match. 

They beat Barcelona, Diego Maradona 
and Bernd Schuster notwithstanding, 1-0 as 
the richest club in Europe, if not the world, 
again failed to impress under the direction of 
former Argentine national manager Cesar 
Menotti. 

If the San Sebastian club have been in 
many eyes surprising league champions for 
the past two seasons, they have still reached 
the European cup semifinal and their confi- 
dence for the Hamburg encounter could not 
be running higher. 

Meanwhile, Hamburg took the weekend 
off from league football and met third-placed 
Bayern Munich, the Cup holders, in the West 
German Super Cup, and were beaten in the 
penalty playoff, to resolve the 1-1 deadlock. 

Austria Vienna's warm-up for their second 
European Cup trip to Spain this season — 
they beat Barcelona in the last round — was 
ideal, as they beat Linzer AK 5-1 away from 


home, but were still unable to close the four- 
point gap on Rapid Vienna, whobeat Voeest 
Linz 4-0. 

One of the longest-running unbeaten 
records in Europe fell at the weekend, and it 
was bad news for UEFA Cup semifinalists 
Anderlecbi of Belgium. The league leaders 
had not lost since former Belgian interna- 
tional Paul Van Himst took over as manager 
last September, but their trip to Ghent ended 
in a 2-1 defeat, not the best of preparations 
for their inarch with Bohemians Prague this 
week. 

Bohemians, arguably the strongest side in 
the last four, stretched their lead in the 
Czechoslovakian League to four points with a 
1-0 home win over Inter Bratislava. 

Benfica of Portugal, who meet Univer- 
sitatea Craiova of Romania in the other 
UEFA Cup semifinal, had the psychological 
boost of winning their Portuguese Cup quar- 
terfinal against arch-rivals Sporting Lisbon 
3-0. 

But Juventus of Italy had the best possible 
preparation for their European Cup clash 
with Wizdew Lodz of Poland. There was no 
league program in Italy at the weekend, so 
they were able to take a welcome break. 


Testing time for Poles in European Cup 


LONDON, April 4 (R) — It says a lot for 
the character of Widzew Lodz that they have 1 
shrugged off the transfer of two of their rest 
players, Zbigniew Boniek and Wladyslaw 
Zmuda, to make their mark against the cream 
of Europe's soccer clubs this season. 

That character is likely to be given its ster- 
nest examination so far on Wednesday when 
the unfashionable Poles continue their bid to 
become the first East European team to lift 
the Champions’ Cup. Widzew, conquerors of 
three-times winners Liverpool in the quarter- 
finals. meet star-studded Juventus in the 
away leg of their semifinal. 

Few people outside Poland would bet on 
Widzew continuing their success story against 
a side boasting six Italian internationals, styl- 
ish Frenchman Michel Platini and hotshot 
Boniek. .The quarterfinal demise of defend- 
ing champions Aston Villa and runaway 
English League Liverpool — ending Eng- 
land’s six-year domination of Europe's pre- 
mier dub competition — has left Juventus 
firm favorites to take the trophy to Italy for 
the first time since AC Milan won it 'm 1 969. 

But despite Juventus 1 undoubted talent in 
every department, the Poles can take heart 
from the fact that, that talent does not always 
jefl. A recent instance of this unpredictability 
came in Juventus’ last league match against 
neighbors Torino. They surrendered a two- 
goal lead in the space of four minutes and a 
3-2 defeat virtually killed their chances of 
retaining the Italian title. 


Juventus manager Giovanni Trapanom 
saw Widzew in action and afterward said that 
unless his side played as assertively as they 
did against Belgians Standard Liege and Villa 
ra earlier rounds of the Cup "these devils are 
going to punish us without mercy, as Torino 
did.” 

Center forward Wlodzimierz Smolarek, 
one of three Polish World Cup squad players 
in the Widzew side, battle with hard-tackling 
Italian international Claudio Gentile is 
expected to be one of the key confrontations 
of an intriguing tie. 

Smolarek. the Widzew skipper, said Genti- 
tle would find him a more difficult opponent 
than Argentine Diego Maradona or Brazil's 
Zico, whom be marked during the World 
Cup. Juventus striker Paolo Rossi has been 
troubled by a knee injury recently, but 


Trapartoni expects his side to be at full 
strength on Wednesday. 

San Sebastian's Real Sociedad, like Wid- 
zew one of the dark horses of the tournament, 
will be playing their first semifinal in a Euro- 
pean competition when they tackle Ham- 
burg. The Basque side have struggled to find 
their best form this season. The Spaniards 
will have to keep a tight rein on Hamburg's 
Danish international Lars Bastrup, who 
scored a stunning hat-trick in the 3-0 quarter- 
final away leg win over Dynamo Kiev of the 
Soviet Union. 

Hamburg, beaten by England's Notting- 
ham Forest in the 19S0 final, are looking to 
become only the second West German club 
to lift the trophy. Bayern Munich won it on 
three successive occasions between 1974 and 
1976. 


Qatar finishes with a clean slate 


CANNES, April 4 (AFP) — Qatar showed 
once again that they are among the most 
promising emerging football powers when 
they ended the Cannes Junior Tournament 
undefeated here Monday. 

In their final match they beat England 5-4 
on penalties after their fifth-place play-off 
match had ended in a 1-1 draw. England went 
ahead in the 65th minute when Atkinson 
scored from the penalty spot, but Qatar 
gained the reward their solid and effective 
football merited when substitute Mubarak 


equalized in the 77th minute. 

They end the tournament unbeaten in four 
matches, having drawn all three of their 
group matches, against other major footbal- 
ling nations, Brazil, Italy and the Nether- 
lands.

After 
taking the chequered flag he admitted that 
breakdowns which forced the withdrawal of 
early leader Vic Preston of Kenya, in another 
Audi Quattro, and compatriot Timo Salonen, 
in a Nissan 240 RS, contributed to his victory. 

Preston, who bad led since the first leg, 
retired on the 22nd stage wben be hit a boul- 
der while driving fast through a cloud of dust 
and broke the suspension of his Audi Quat- 
tro. Salonen then took the lead but had to 
pull out on the 31st stage when his once- 
repaired camshaft failed to hold up. 

Another casulty of the tough overnight 
stage from western Kenya was Rauno Aalto- 
nen of Finland in a second Opel Ascona. He 
h ad to withdraw with a b roken oil pump .

V7GEVANO, Italy April , 4 (AP) — 
Sebastian Coe of Britain made a successful 
debut in this year’s outdoor season Monday 
winning the 6.

The 26-year-old ace of Sheffield said he 
was aiming at getting into top condition for 
the first World Track and Field Champion- 
ships scheduled in Helsinki m August. 

Coe. who bolds the world record m the 800 
meters and over the mile, said be will possibly 
run two races in Helsinki. “For sure ! will be 
starting in the 800 meters. If ray condition is 
good. If I feel all right, I could also compete in 
' the 1,500 meters,” Coe told a news confer- 
ence after the race. 

Bit of A Skite triumphs 

' FAIR YH OU SE, Ireland, April 4 (AP) 
— Bit of A Skite, which only recently reco- 
vered from a poisoned foot, put in a late surge 
Monday to win the Irish Grand National 
Steeplechase here. 

Ridden by Tommy Ryan, the horse — 
hotly-fancied — took over the lead with one 
fence left, jumped it successfully and strode 
on to win easily from Beech King in second 
place, with Prince Peacock, another outsider, 
finishing third. 

A record field of 27 runners began the race 
in driving hail which soon turned to snow. 
Tied Cottage, a former Irish Grand National 
winner and the oldest horse in the ace, took 
up the early running but soon tired as condi- 
tions worsened over the 3 '/z -mile course. 

The lead then changed hands several times 
before Ryan brought up Bit of A Skite to win 
handsomely.

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Hanoi troops tighten grip on resistance areas 

Thai planes strike at Viet posts 


ARANYAPRATHET, Thailand, April 4 
(AP) — Thailand launched air strikes Mon- 
day against Vietnamese positions along the 
Thai- Kampuchean border as HanoFs troops 
appeared to consolidate their grip on key 
Kampuchean resistance areas in their five- 
day-old offensive. Geld reports said. 

Thai military sources in Bangkok said the 
strikes were carried against Vietnamese posi- 
tions just inside Thai territory south of 
Phnom Chat, but official spokesman for the 
air force and supreme military command 
would not comment, neither denying nor 
confirming the use of air power. 

Associated Press newsmen near the scene 
said they saw three sorties which may or may 
not have struck against Kampuchean soil. 

The border is ill-defined and fighting in 
recent days has spilled over into Thailand. 
The aircraft appeared to be U.S.-made F-S 
jet fighter -bombers and Ov-10 reconnais- 
sance aircraft which are frequently used for 
air strike missions. 

Thailand backs the anti-Vietnamese 
Democratic Kampuchea government. 

Fighting along the border has escalated to 
its highest point since the four-year-old guer- 
rilla war inside Kampuchea began. 

Vietnamese troops appeared Monday to 
have tightened their grip around the head- 
quarters of resistance leader Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk as fighting continued in three 'sepa- 
rate battle zones. 

“The Vietnamese are in a good position to 
strike anywhere along the border and at short 
notice.” one veteran Western analyst said. 
“But what they'll do next anybody's guess is 
as good as anybody else’s.” 

Vietnamese tToops were digging in at 
O-Samak or Sihanoukville, the Kampuchean 
resistance stronghold they overtook and 
occupied in a swift attack Sunday, said a 
high-ranking military officer in the Thai fron- 
tier town of AranyapratbeL 

Despite the arrival of about 200 guerrillas 
from the resistance coalition faction led by 
Son Sann who came to aid 600-800 Sihanouk 


guerrillas near there Monday morning, 
attempts at a counterattack seemed to have 
lost steam by late afternoon, he said. But he 
added there was some fighting late Monday 
north of Sihanoukville. 

Around Phnom Chat, just inside Kam- 
puchea about 120 kilometers southwest of 
Sihanoukville, Vietnamese artillery con- 
tinued to fire at the area around the Khmer 
Rouge guerrilla base overrun by HanoFs 
troops Thursday in the first thrust of the 
offensive, according to Associated Press 
reporters and relief agency sources. 

Several shells fell on the Thai side of the 
border and temporarily halted evacuation 
efforts by United Nations workers who were 
moving 7,000 Kampucheans from border 
areas opposite their ovemm village of Kok 
Taban to a site deeper inside Thailand, they 
added. 

The military officer in Aranyapratbet said 
Khmer Rouge guerrillas were still attacking a 
Vietnamese outpost in Kampuchea just south 
of there, but little information was available. 


He estimated Khmer Rouge numbered less 
than 300, and Vietnamese strength at 200 to 
300. 

Meanwhile, Thai and United Nations offi- 
cials transferred over 22,000 fleeing Kam- 
pucheans to prepared refugees camps in 
Thailand, bringing to at least 42,000 the 
number accepted since Vietnam began its 
anti-guerrilla offensive five days ago. 

International relief agency sources said 

20,000 of Sihanoukville' s 30,000 inhabitants 
bad arrived at tbe border, and the rest were 
unaccounted for. 

Total casualties in five days of action are 
unknown, but one relief agency official pres- 
sed to comment guessed 80-100 dead and 
300-400 injured. 

Meanwhile, 30 persons demonstrated in 
Bangkok outside tbe Vietnamese Embassy 
against the Saturday killings of five Thai sol- 
diers. The soldiers died in a clash when more 
than 100 Vietnamese troops crossed two 
kilometers into Thailand for about one hour, 
according to military reports. 


Gas warfare suspected 


MANILA, April 4 (R) — Vietnamese 
soldiers captured by Thai forces during the 
current incursion across the Kampuchean 
border were equipped with gas masks, the 
speaker of the Thai National Assembly said 
Monday. 

Air Chief Marshal Harm Hongskula told 
reporters he suspected they were using gas 
in their campaign against Kampuchean 
forces opposed to the Soviet-backed Heng 
Samrin government in Phnom Penh. 

The United States has accused the 
Communist-led Indochinese states of using 


lethal gas against rebels. The Thai speaker 
said he could not give details of how many 
Vietnamese troops were captured during 
their incursions into Thailand but told a 
questioner it was less than 20. 

He described the fighting between Thai 
and Vietnamese troops as “not so seri- 
ous.. .We are in control of the situation.” He 
said he would raise the issue of the fighting 
at a five-day meeting of the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN) inter- 
parliamentary organization, which opens in 
Manila Tuesday. 


Germans hold 
peace rallies 

FRANKFURT, West Germany, April 4 
(AP) — Some 400,000 protesters massed in 
town squares throughout West Germany 
Monday, ending four days of anti-nuclear 
marches and blockades at U.S. military bases. 

In Berlin, police said 181 protesters were 
arrested and later released during the past 
two days, but organizers reported no violence 
or injuries at the nationwide demonstrations. 

In Frankfurt some 30,000 demonstrators 
gathered before a downtown cathedral, wav- 
ing a rainbow of anti-nuclear banners and 
balloons. Pushing bicycles and baby car- 
riages, protesters held placards reading “stop 
U.S. rockets," and “for a nuclear-free 
Europe." 

In other West German dries protesters 
gathered before cathedrals and in town 
squares to listen to rock music and sing peace 
ballads, while speakers condemned plans to 
station new U.S. missiles in Western Europe. 

In the southern black forest region, some 

3.000 persons many carrying blue balloons 
painted with white peace doves, marched 
from the Swiss dty of Basel across the border 
to Loerrach. 

In Frankfurt, organizers said more than 

50.000 demonstrators turned out, while 
police said the number was around 20,000. 

Protest leaders said the Easter gatherings 
were a prelude to massive demonstrations 
expected later this year if NATO goes ahead 
with its plan to station 572 new nuclear rock- 
ets in Western Europe. 

Throughout the Easter weekend protesters 
blocked gates at 17 U.S. military bases, 
staged mock holocausts, dozens of “die-ins” 
in which large groups of demonstrators pre- 
tended to collapse and die, and marched for 
miles despite rain and low temperatures. 


Challenger gets a go 


3 whites slain in Zimbabwe M . e ^ cos ra Z s 
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HARARE, April 4 (AP) — A white Zim- 
babwe senator, his daughter and a British 
visitor were killed when about 20 armed dis- 
sidents attacked a ranch while the family was 
having an outdoor barbeque, the government 
said Monday. 

The attack occurred Sunday night at the 
ranch of Sen. Paul Savage in Matabeleland 
province about 80 miles south of Bulawayo, 
the provincial capital, authorities said. 

Savage, his wife Betty, his daughter Col- 
leen, 20. and a Briton whose name was not 
immediately released were grilling steaks 
when gunmen stormed the ranch, told the 
four to raise their hands and then shot them, 
the government statement said. 

The government said Mrs. Savage was crit- 
ically wounded in the assault. Friends said 
Mrs. Savage was out of danger Monday. 

Savage, 70, is a senator of former Prime 
Minister Ian Smith's Republican Front Party 
in the upper house of parliament A govern- 
ment spokesman said the name of the visiting 
Briton would be released when next of kin 
have been informed. But friends of the Sav- 
age family said she was a young woman. 

•The gunmen, said by the government to be 
dissidents loyal to self-exiled opposition 
leader Joshua Nkomo. ransacked the ranch 
house and withdrew into the bush with “a 
large quantity of property ” the spokesman 
said. 


The spokesman said, without explanation, 
that one dissident was accidentally killed dur- 
ing the incident and was taken away in a 
Land-Rover belonging to the Savages. 

When the vehicle broke down a short dis- 
tance away, the gunmen buried the man in a 
shallow grave and set fire to the Land-Rover, 
the spokesman said. 

Ranch hands reported the slayings to 
police in the nearby town of Colleen Bawn, 
and a search for the assailants began Monday. 

Dissidents have been blamed for at least 
120 slayings in Matabeleland since they 
formed 


MANILA, April 4 (AFP) — President 
Ferdinand Marcos on Monday chided the 
United States for insisting that an economic 
grant is part of the "rental*' for U.S. use of 
two military bases here and for “trying to 
control it as if it were aid funds," the official 
Philippine News Agency reported. 

The president reported to be still in his 
home province of Ilocos Norte about 400 
kilometers north of here, said the amended 
bases agreement of 1 979 allow for part of the 
funds to be used for the economic improve- 
ment of areas around the bases but are still to 
be considered rental payments.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Florida, April 4 
(AP) — NASA gave its newest space shuttle 
Challenger a “go” for launch Monday as 
high-altitude winds that threatened post- 
ponement of the first flight subsided. 

The SI. 2 billion ship, second in America's 
shuttle fleet of four, was set to shrug off 2 Vi 
months of troubles and rocket off its launch 
pad at 1:30 p.m. (1830 GMT). 

“ A decision has been made that we are ‘go’ 
for launch,” NASA spokesman Hugh Harris 
announced, after scientists studied the data 
gathered by air force weather balloons that 
sampled the jet stream. If the winds were too 
turbulent they could put dangerous stress on 
the orbiter during its ascent from the launch 
pad. 

Starting before dawn. National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration crews filled the 
shuttle's peach-colored external fuel tank 
with 383,000 gallons of liquid hydrogen and 

141.000 gallons of liquid oxygen.

S. Africa police 
shoot black dead 

JOHANNESBURG, April 4 (AP) — A 
community leader opposed to the govern- 
ment’s seizure of black-owned land was shot 
dead over the weekend by a policeman trying 
to scatter angry protesters in one of the con- 
demned villages. 

The shooting of Saul Mkhize, a 4 S-y ear- 
old black, adds to the controversy surround- 
ing tbe government's policy of removing 
so-called “black spots” from South Africa 
and relocating residents to tribal homelands. 

Mkhize was the elected leader of some 

5.000 blacks in Driefontein, a sleepy forming 
village 200 kilometers east of Johannesburg. 
Driefontein has become a rallying point for 
opponents of Pretoria's forced removals. 

The government says the area is on the site 
of a proposed dam. Farmers there protest 
that they purchased their land after the turn 
of the century and they are not to be adequ- 
ately compensated. 

Press reports said police appeared Satur- 
day at the rally site and announced the 
gathering was illegal. Quoting witnesses, the 
accounts said police lobbed tear gas at the 
protesters after they refused to disperse. 

8 die in China air crash 

PEKING, April 4 (AFP) — A private 
plane carrying French offshore oil techni- 
cians, reportedly bound for a holiday in Hong 
Kong crashed outside Canton, killing all eight 
persons aboard, Chinese aviation officials 
said, 

Officials of the Civil Aviation Administra- 
tion of China (CAAC) in Canton said five 
French technicians and three Chinese crew 
members were killed in the crash of the 
“Superkingair” plane outside the south 
China city. The CAAC declined to give 
further details of the accident 

Sources in Hong Kong, citing officials at 
Canton Airport said the plane owned by the 
French oil company Total-Chine crashed two 
minutes after takeoff on its way to the British 
colony following a refueling stop.
